PRESIDENT'S    REPORT 

PENNSYLVANIA  MUSEUM  AND  SCHOOL  OF  INDUS- 
TRIAL   ART 

Your  President  has  the  pleasure  of  submitting  herewith  the 
reports  of  the  Director  of  the  Museum;  the  Principal  of  the 
School ;  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women,  and  the  Treasurer 
of  the  organization. 

The  report  of  the  Museum  shows  that  a  year  of  real  progress 
has  just  closed.  Much  additional  room  has  been  provided  for 
exhibits  and  all  of  it  utilized. 

Several  alcoves  have  been  devoted  to  a  unique  installation  of 
old  furniture  representing  periods  of  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth, 
eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries,  including  interior  representa- 
tions of  Louis  XV  and  Louis  XVI  periods. 

The  whole  of  the  installation,  which  is  more  fully  described 
in  the  Director's  Report,  is  very  interesting  and  has  great  edu- 
cational value. 

Further  reading  of  the  Director's  Report  shows  considerable 
interest  in  the  purchase  of  the  art  objects.  A  fund  of  $525. 
obtained  by  special  subscription,  and  $1000  additional  through  the 
Costume  Ball  given  by  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women  mate- 
rially assisted  in  the  work. 

The  publication  work  of  the  A/Iuseum  has  been  hampered  by 
lack  of  sufficient  funds — only  one  Art  Primer  was  issued,  notwith- 
standing other  numbers  are  ready  and  waiting.  These  primers 
are  so  interesting  and  so  useful  that  the  fund  should  be  enriched 
by  suitable  donations  for  the  purpose  of  widening  the  usefulness 
of  the  work,  thereby  increasing  the  reputation  of  the  Museum,  and 
adding  to  the  information  of  the  people. 

^Membership  in  the  Museum  held  its  own  during  the  year,  but 
it  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  that  it  has  not  largely  increased.  The 
object  is  so  worthy,  the  benefit  that  can  be  derived  so  great  and 
the  influence  of  large  numbers  so  plain  that  membership  in  such  a 
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body  engaged  in  such  a  work  should  be  sought  after.  The  mem- 
bership in  a  city  1,500,000  population  should  be  counted  by 
thousands. 

The  Museum  continues  to  grow  in  importance  and  value. 
The  additions  are  always  worthy,  no  doubtful  exhibit  being 
permitted. 

The  zeal  shown  by  the  Director  and  the  Museum  Committee 
is  of  the  rare  kind  that  can  be  trusted  thoroughly. 

THE    SCHOOLS 

The  work  of  the  Schools  for  1910  and  191 1  compares  most 
favorably  with  that  of  preceding  years. 

The  Exhibition  closing  the  year's  work  was  unusually  rich 
and  meritorious.  The  application  of  art  to  our  industries  was 
more  widely  distributed  than  heretofore,  and  better  still,  all 
exhibits  were  from  the  work  of  the  last  school  year — no  exhibit 
from  a  previous  year  was  permitted  to  be  installed. 

Noticeable  among  the  new  things  was  the  Iron  Work  Exhibit, 
which  revealed  possibilities  of  artistic  application  entirely  new  in 
our  work  and  with  a  range  of  execution  unexpectedly  large.  The 
work  in  Historic  Ornament  presented  itself  in  a  new  phase  and 
one  strikingly  effective.  It  is  evident  that  new  thought  has  been 
very  active  in  the  development  of  this  work  and  that  it  has  proved 
most  efificient. 

The  exhibit  of  the  Normal  Class  was  very  good,  a  record 
which  we  are  glad  can  be  made,  as  the  Normal  Teacher  of  Draw- 
ing is  in  demand  through  the  country.  The  high-class  teacher 
can  only  be  developed  through  high-class  instruction  and  incessant 
application,  both  of  which  are  shown  to  be  in  evidence  during 
the  year. 

To  sum  up :  The  School  of  Applied  Art  has  acquitted  itself 
efficiently  throughout. 

The  Textile  School,  under  the  leadership  of  Director  France, 
had  more  than  fulfilled  expectations.  Many  improvements  in  the 
machinery  have  been  installed  and  a  new  department  for  bleach- 
ing cotton  goods  has  been  added. 
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The  results  from  the  recently  established  Department  of 
Hosiery  and  Knit  Goods  formed  a  very  interesting  feature  of  the 
work. 

All  the  departments  of  Spinning.  W^eaving.  Dyeing  and 
Finishing  were  in  active  operation  throughout  the  year  and  great 
progress  made. 

The  Textile  School  united  with  the  Art  School  in  making 
their  Annual  Exhibit  entirely  from  the  work  of  the  students 
•during  the  last  school  year — this  instead  of  detracting  from  the 
strength  and  interest  of  the  exhibit  actually  increased  both,  as  it 
was  fully  demonstrated  that  the  work  was  second  to  none  here- 
tofore shown. 

The  work  of  the  first  year  student  taken  by  itself  showed  such 
strength  that  it  seemed  incredible  that  such  progress  could  be 
possible  in  so  brief  a  period ;  the  same  favorable  criticism  can  be 
made  of  the  second  year  work.  Both  of  these  lead  up  to  a  year  of 
graduate  work  which  in  design,  color  scheme  and  harmonious 
blending  united  wuth  almost  perfect  loom  work  and  excellent 
finishing  are  striking  proofs  of  high-grade  results. 

The  report  of  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women  covers  the 
work  done  by  it  during  the  year.  All  of  its  scholarships  were 
filled.  Such  activities  as  the  Students'  Club,  the  Students'  League 
House  and  the  Authors'  Festival  command  our  attention,  being 
interesting  and  instructive. 

OUR    ALUMNI    ASSOCL^TIONS 

Perhaps  the  greatest  results  the  School  can  show  are  now 
proceeding  from  these  organizations.  The  gatherings  at  the 
Annual  Meetings  of  the  Textile  Alumni  Association  are  remark- 
able for  their  high  character  and  school  spirit,  and  under  the  able 
leadership  of  Prof.  Bradley  T.  Algeo,  who  has  been  President 
€ver  since  the  first  organization  ten  years  ago,  the  association  has 
been  growing  in  numbers  and  influence.  In  all  their  work  they 
have  constantly  sought  the  greatest  men  of  the  country  to  attend 
these  Annual  Meetings  and  give  them  the  benefit  of  their 
experience. 
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This  year  addresses  were  made  by  Marcus  F.  Marks,  of  the 
New  York  Clothiers'  Association;  Joseph  R.  Grundy,  President 
of  the  Bristol  Worsted  Mills ;  John  P.  Wood,  President  National 
Association  of  Woolen  Manufacturers,  and  by  Senator  Heyburn^ 
of  Idaho. 

The  meeting  was  a  notable  one  and  the  local  press  found  it 
worth  their  attention  and  comment,  while  the  "Daily  Trade 
Record"  devoted  columns  to  the  proceedings.  Through  this 
meeting  the  School  obtained  wide-spread  publicity  and  additional 
prestige. 

ART   ALUMNI    ASSOCIATION 

Few  of  our  supporters  realize  the  great  importance  and  real 
value  of  the  work  of  this  branch  of  our  Alumni.  Since  1902  it 
has  been  an  activity  that  has  permeated  all  the  avenues  of  art  life 
of  the  School.  During  the  intervening  years  more  than  30  public 
exhibitions  of  art  work  have  been  made  at  the  School  by  this  Asso- 
ciation and  many  addresses  made  by  men  and  women  prominent 
in  artistic  and  literary  circles. 

In  addition  to  this  they  have  caused  six  scholarships  of  $ioo(> 
each  to  be  endowed  for  advanced  study,  and  two  Italian  scholar- 
ships of  $500,  each  under  the  head  of  Travelling  Scholarships, 
have  been  made  available.  Through  these  Scholarships  oppor- 
tunity is  offered  to  visit  foreign  countries,  and  additional  incentive 
is  given  for  real  earnest  application  to  the  preparatory  work  of 
the  School. 

The  Business  Bureau  of  the  Art  Alumni  has  been  alluded  to 
in  Principal  Miller's  Report,  but  it  is  well  to  emphasize  the  great 
amount  of  work  freely  given  by  these  graduates  to  help  advance 
the  individual  interests  of  our  School. 

Through  this  influence  a  Loan  Fund  had  been  formed  for  the 
assistance  of  those  who  are  needy  and  worthy.  It  is  needless  to 
add  that  great  good  had  been  accomplished  thereby.  The  influence 
of  the  two  Alumni  Associations  is  now  the  great  corner  stone  of 
the  School ;  many  years  of  hard  work  are  beneath  the  foundation 
on  which  it  rests  and  we  may  look  with  confidence  on  the  rising 
superstruction. 
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INDUSTRIAL  AND  SOCIAL  VALUE  OF  OUR  WORK 

The  work  of  our  School  is  to  make  independent  men  and 
women.  We  are  not  adding  to  the  dilettante  element  of  society. 
No  frivolities  are  to  be  found  in  our  methods ;  earnest  hard  work 
is  the  motto  emulated. 

It  is  quite  safe  to  say  there  is  no  other  school  anywhere  that 
can  compare  with  this  in  the  number  of  skilled  workers  which 
have  taken  their  places  in  the  industrial  art  field.  Preparation 
here  is  not  for  the  purpose  of  pleasing  the  taste  and  to  be  taken 
as  an  accomplishment  only,  but  it  means  self-support  and  inde- 
pendence in  the  field  of  labor — the  right  of  each  to  do  his  life  work 
for  himself  in  such  field  as  he  may  select.  This  sturdy  purpose 
permeates  every  department  of  the  school  life. 

FINANCIAL 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  that  our  City  and  State 
Appropriations  are  totally  inadequate  to  advance  the  purposes  of 
our  Institution. 

The  City  has  nobly  responded  to  our  needs  and  appropriated 
the  full  sum  which  we  requested  of  them,  $25,000;  but  the  State 
legislation  did  not  fulfill  the  reasonable  expectations  which  we  had 
entertained,  and  instead  of  increasing  our  support  actually  reduced 
the  fund  usually  given  for  maintenance. 

Our  expenses,  School  and  Museum,  amount  to  $129,981.44; 
our  income  amounts  to  $115,924.96,  making  it  necessary  to  pro- 
vide by  extraordinary  means  the  sum  of  $14,056.48. 

The  last  session  of  the  State  Legislature  was  earnestly  solic- 
ited to  grant  us  the  sum  of  $125,000  for  the  needs  of  the  next  two 
years — $100,000  of  the  sum  for  maintenance  and  support  and 
$25,000  for  a  new  Boiler  House  and  Steam  Plant. 

The  grant  as  given  is  $70,000  for  maintenance  and  $10,000 
for  Steam  Plant,  neither  of  them  adequate  for  our  needs. 

The  total  grant  amounts  to  $80,000,  which  we  are  told  is  the 
amount  heretofore  usually  given.  This  deduction,  however,  is 
unwarranted  as  it  reduces  the  amount  of  our  support  by  $10,000. 
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The  deficiency  as  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  Report  for  year  just 
closed  is  $14,056.48,  and  operating  with  no  greater  efficiency  dur- 
ing the  next  two  years  our  indebtedness  will  increase  to  $20,000 
per  annum. 

To  meet  this  deficiency  is  one  of  the  problems  of  the  hour. 
Our  School  increases  in  numbers  about  10^  annuahy,  which 
means  increased  expenses.  It  would  be  bad  policy  to  throttle  in 
any  manner  the  freedom  which  we  have  always  shown  in  pro- 
viding for  the  public  good,  yet  our  position  is  most  embarrassing 
and  calls  for  the  introduction  of  measures  that  will  challenge  our 
resources  to  meet.

REPORT    OF    THE    DIRECTOR 


The  Museum  has  made  steady  progress  during  the  past  twelve 
months  in  all  lines  of  activity.  The  principal  events  of  the  year 
were  the  opening  of  two  additional  rooms  in  the  basement,  on  the 
north  side  of  the  building,  completing  a  series  of  five  apartments, 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  entire  Frishmuth  Antiquarian  Col- 
lection, and  the  erection  of  alcoves  for  the  installation  of  the  furni- 
ture collection  in  appropriate  surroundings.  During  the  summer 
of  1910  the  Director  of  the  Museum  spent  several  weeks  in 
Europe,  studying  art  museums  and  searching  for  examples  of 
furniture  suitable  for  filling  in  certain  gaps  in  the  historic  groups- 
which  it  was  intended  to  exhibit  in  these  rooms.  The  museums 
visited  included  those  of  Amsterdam,  in  Holland ;  Hamburg, 
Berlin,  Brunswick,  Dresden,  Munich,  Nuremberg  and  Cologne,  in 
Germany ;  Zurich,  in  Switzerland ;  Paris  and  Sevres,  in  France,, 
and  London  and  Liverpool  in  England. 

WORK  ACCOMPLISHED 
Seven  compartments,  or  alcoves,  with  backgrounds  finished 
in  the  styles  of  the  periods  to  which  the  furniture  belongs,  were 
erected  in  the  East  Arcade  during  the  past  summer,  and  first 
thrown  open  to  the  public  on  October  26,  1910.  The  first  compart- 
ment, on  the  north  side,  represents  a  Spanish  room  of  the  seven- 
teenth century.  The  walls  are  hung  with  old  Spanish  leather, 
procured  in  Europe  last  summer.  Adjoining  this,  in  the  northeast- 
corner,  is  an  alcove  constructed  in  the  style  of  the  English  carved 
oak  period  (Jacobean)  of  the  seventeenth  century.    This  paneled 
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room  contains  court  cupboards,  chests,  chairs  and  other  objects 
of  carved  oak,  dating  from  the  late  sixteenth  to  the  latter  part  of 
the  seventeenth  century.  Next  to  this,  in  the  southeast  corner  of 
the  room,  is  a  compartment  devoted  to  the  display  of  the  English 
eighteenth  century  mahogany  furniture,  including  examples  of 
Chippendale,  Sheraton,  Hepplewhite  and  the  Adam  brothers, 
among  the  latter  of  which  is  a  beautiful  mirror  set  recently  pur- 
chased by  the  Museum.  Following  this  is  a  room  fitted  up  in  the 
eighteenth  century  style,  containing  some  fine  examples  of  early 
American  mahogany  furniture,  many  of  which  have  been  lent  by 
Mr.  Cornelius  Stevenson.  Adjacent  to  this  is  a  compartment 
illustrating  the  American  Empire  period  of  the  early  nineteenth 
century.  The  series  ends,  on  the  south  side  of  the  Arcade,  in  two 
French  rooms,  the  first  of  which  represents  an  interior  of  the 
Louis  XV.  period,  followed  by  an  interior  of  the  time  of  Louis 
XVL  This  latter  is  finished  with  genuine  old  paneling  of  the 
period,  which  has  been  presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charlton 
Yarnall,  of  Philadelphia. 

During  the  Director's  visit  to  Europe,  numerous  purchases  of 
old  furniture,  pottery  and  porcelain  were  made,  to  fill  in  certain 
gaps  in  these  collections. 

Much  work  has  been  done  by  the  Museum  staff  in  perfecting 
the  installation  and  labeling  of  many  of  the  exhibits. 

COLLECTIONS 

The  size  and  importance  of  some  of  the  Museum's  collections 
have  given  it  an  international  reputation.  The  collections  of 
American  pottery  and  porcelain,  American  glass,  Mexican  maiolica 
and  the  Frishmuth  Antiquarian  Collection,  which  latter  is  a  mine 
of  wealth  to  the  illustrator,  have  given  the  Museum  a  wide  pub- 
licity both  in  this  country  and  abroad. 

The  building  up  of  the  Museum's  collections  to  their  present 
degree  of  excellence  has  only  been  made  possible  by  the  financial 
aid  of  a  few  generous  friends  who  have  always  liberally  responded 
when  assistance  was  needed.  Half  of  what  has  been  done  in  the 
Museum  and  Library  could  not  have  been  accomplished  with 
the  Museum's  slender,  resources,  unsupplemented  by  private  sub- 
scriptions. 
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EXHIBITION    CASES 

Ten  years  ago  the  large  East  Gallery  was  almost  entirely 
occupied  with  ramshackle  cupboards,  which  had  been  made  for 
the  temporary  use  of  exhibitors  at  the  Centennial  Exhibition. 
All  of  these  objectionable  cases  have  been  finally  retired  and 
replaced  by  new  cases  of  approved  types.  During  the  past  ten 
years  154  new  cases  have  been  procured  at  a  cost  of  about  $25,000. 
At  present  the  cases  throughout  the  JNIuseum  will  compare  favor- 
ably with  those  of  any  other  museum  in  this  country  or  abroad. 

SPECIAL  MUSEUM  FUNDS 
It  has  been  customary  during  the  past  few  years  to  raise  a 
Special  Museum  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  art  objects.  The  fund 
for  the  year  191 1  was  solicited  for  the  specific  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing examples  of  furniture  and  glass.  Following  is  a  list  of 
the  contributors  :

On  the  evening  of  December  2,  1910,  a  Costume  Bali  was 
given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women  at 
the  Bellevue-Stratford  Hotel,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Aluseum  and 
School.  The  Museum  has  received  from  the  proceeds  of  this 
entertainment  the  sum  of  $1000,  to  be  used  in  purchasing  examples 
of  furniture  to  fill  in  gaps  in  the  collection  recently  installed  in  the 
East  Arcade. 

RECEPTIONS 

On  October  25,  19 10,  a  reception  was  held  at  the  Museum  in 
Memorial  Hall  for  the  members  of  the  Corporation  and  the  friends 
of  the  Institution.  On  this  occasion  the  newly  installed  collection 
of  furniture,  augmented  by  recent  purchases  in  Europe,  was  ready 
for  inspection,  and  on  the  following  day  was  thrown  open  to  the 
public. 
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The  second  annual  Members'  Day  Reception  was  held  in 
Memorial  Hall  on  the  afternoon  of  May  i8,  191 1,  on  which  occa- 
sion a  large  number  of  members  and  invited  guests  were  present. 

PUBLICATIONS 

In  addition  to  the  four  numbers  of  the  Museum  Bulletin  pub- 
lished during  the  past  year,  Art  Primer  No.  9,  on  the  subject  of 
"Oriental  Hard  Paste  Porcelains,"  has  been  printed,  the  fifth  num- 
ber of  the  proposed  series  of  twelve.  Other  Primers  of  this  series 
now  ready  for  publication  are  awaiting  funds  necessary  to  pay 
for  printing. 

The  Decennial  Report  of  the  Director  of  the  Museum  was 
issued  as  a  supplement  to  the  Bulletin  of  the  Museum,  No.  34, 
reviewing  the  work  accomplished  and  the  progress  of  the  Museum 
during  the  past  ten  years. 

BUREAU  OF  IDENTIFICATION 

The  Pennsylvania  Museum  was  the  first  to  establish  a  Bureau 
of  Identification,  through  which  possessors  of  art  objects  may 
obtain  desired  information.  This  department  was  organized  in 
1903,  since  which  date  hundreds  of  collectors  and  numerous 
museums  have  submitted  art  objects  and  entire  collections  for 
expert  opinions.  Information  continues  to  be  furnished  to  appli- 
cants free  of  charge,  the  only  requirement  being  that  they  pay  the 
cost  of  postage  and  expressage.  Many  museums  are  constantly 
referring  to  us  inquiries  for  information  which  come  to  them,  and 
the  Pennsylvania  Museum  is  now  generally  regarded  as  the  court 
of  last  appeal  in  several  branches  of  art,  but  especially  in  the 
department  of  ceramics. 

In  connection  with  this  department  a  collection  of  ceramic 
forgeries  and  reproductions  has  been  formed,  which  has  proved  of 
inestimable  value  to  collectors  and  students  for  purposes  of  com- 
parison in  the  identification  of  genuine  wares. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The  membership  of  the  Corporation  was  increased  during  the 
year  by  twenty-one  Annual  members  and  two  Life  members.    The 
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total  number  of  Annual  members  wbo  paid  their  dues  during  the 
year  was  291.  The  loss  by  resignation  and  death  was  2T,.  The 
membership  list  includes  36  others  who  have  not  been  heard  from 
during  the  year. 

ATTENDANCE 
During  the  twelve  months  ending  May  31,  191 1,  the  total 
number  of  visitors  was  297,331,  of  which  180,621    (over  60 fc) 
were  registered  on  Sunday  afternoons.    This  is  a  material  increase 
over  the  attendance  of  last  year. 

ACCESSIONS 

Among  the  more  important  acquisitions  of  the  past  twelve 
months  are  a  collection  of  Japanese  helmets  and  a  large  bronze 
Tibetan  goddess,  presented  by  Mr.  John  T.  Morris ;  a  collection 
of  printed  cotton  fabrics,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  William  D.  Frishmuth ; 
a  rare  mirror  set  by  the  Adam  Brothers,  English,  late  eighteenth 
century,  by  purchase ;  examples  of  seventeenth  century  English 
carved  oak  furniture,  and  French  furniture  of  the  Louis  XV.  and 
Louis  XVL  periods,  by  purchase;  a  French  paneling  of  the  time 
of  Louis  XVL,  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charlton  Yarnall.  Fol- 
lowing is  a  complete  list  of  the  accessions  by  gift,  purchase  and 
loan :

REPORT    OF   THE    PRINCIPAL 

Presented  at  the  Close  of  the  Thirty-Fourth  School  Year 

REGISTRATION 

The  registration  for  the  year  amounts  to  1168,  an  increase 
of  loi,  or  9-4/10  per  cent,  over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  662 
are  men,  and  506  are  women ;  29  States  and  6  foreign  countries 
are  represented,  but  81  per  cent,  of  the  entire  enrohment  is  from 
Pennsylvania. 

The  material  of  the  classes  has  probably  never  been  better, 
and  a  very  high  standard  of  excellence  has  been  attained  in  the 
work  of  the  studios  and  workshops. 

THE   TEACHING   STAFF 

The  following  changes  have  been  made  in  the  teaching  staff : 
Mr.  Copeland.  who  has  for  many  years  conducted  the  classes  in 
Interior  Decoration  with  exceptional  ability,  was  compelled  by 
illness  to  give  up  his  work  in  January.  This  necessitated  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  reorganization,  as  a  result  of  which  a  portion  of 
Mr.  Copeland's  work  is  done  by  Mr.  Scott,  Mr.  Otto  F.  Ege  being 
appointed  as  instructor  in  the  evening  class,  and  Mr.  Oscar  L. 
Mertz,  a  graduate  of  the  School  of  many  years'  standing,  who  has 
achieved  an  enviable  reputation  as  a  designer,  and  distinctive 
success  as  a  manufacturer,  has  in  a  spirit  of  generous  loyalty  taken 
charge  of  the  important  branch  of  furniture  design. 
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A  vacancy  was  caused  by  the  resignation,  early  in  the  year,, 
of  Mr.  Frederic  Pfeiffer,  instructor  in  charge  of  Power  Weaving,, 
which  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  William  Pfeiffer,, 
who  had  for  several  years  been  instructor  in  Hand  Weaving,, 
which  latter  branch  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  Mr.  William  A> 
McLain.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  were  educated  in  the  School 
and  have  had  much  practical  mill  experience.  Excellent  results 
have  been  achieved  by  them  and  the  School  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  devoted  spirit  and  enthusiasm  with  which  they  have  faced 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  their  new  positions,  as  well  as 
upon  the  ability  with  which  their  duties  have  been  discharged. 
Mr.  George  W.  Fiss,  Jr.,  resigned  as  assistant  in  Design  and 
Elementary  Weaving,  and  Mr.  Fox  as  assistant  in  Wool  and 
Worsted  Spinning.  Mr.  Fiss"  place  has  been  taken  by  Mr.  Stewart 
McConaghy,  and  Mr.  Fox's  by  Mr.  H.  G.  Mortland. 

INDUSTRIAL  APPLICATIONS 

Much  progress  has  been  made  in  developing  the  practical  side 
of  our  work.  The  kiln  for  pottery  and  terra-cotta  has  been  vir- 
tually rebuilt,  and  its  efficiency  greatly  increased.  The  produc- 
tion of  garden  furniture  in  cement  has  been  improved  and  ex- 
tended, and  a  great  deal  of  excellent  work  in  wrought  iron  has 
been  produced.  It  is  a  source  of  much  satisfaction  that  the 
School  has  been  able  to  render  a  distinct  service  in  connection 
with  the  rehabilitation  of  this  last,  perhaps  the  noblest  of  the  indus- 
trial arts.  Very  important  work  of  a  grade  that  had  come  to  be 
regarded  as  impossible  of  accomplishment  under  modern  indus- 
trial conditions  has  been  executed  during  the  year  for  several  of 
the  foremost  architects  of  the  country  by  Mr.  Yellin,  a  member 
of  our  faculty,  as  the  direct  result  of  the  attention  that  was  called 
to  his  work  here  in  the  School. 

The  Textile  Department  has  been  strengthened  by  the  intro- 
duction of  some  much-needed  machinery,  most  of  it  in  the  form^ 
of  donations,  which  are  mentioned  in  detail  in  the  list  of  gifts 
and  benefactions,  and  by  the  erection  in  the  south  yard  of  a  com- 
modious and  well-equipped  bleaching-house. 
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ACTIVITIES    OF   THE   ALUMNI 

The  activities  of  the  two  Ahimni  Associations  have  continued 
unabated.  Those  of  the  Art  School  Alumni,  which  are  largely 
occupied  with  the  management  of  an  employment  bureau  and  of 
an  itinerant  exhibition  of  School  work,  have  indeed  been  greatly 
increased.  Several  such  exhibitions  are  kept  constantly  in  opera- 
tion, and  some  25  or  30  cities  have  been  covered  by  them  this  year. 

The  growth  of  the  business  bureau  is  shown  by  the  following 
comparison  of  applications  filed  and  positions  filled  during  the 
past  three  years  :

It  will  be  noted  that  while  the  demand  for  properly  qualified 
graduates  is  always  considerably  in  excess  of  the  available  supply, 
the  discrepancy  is  continually  being  reduced,  so  that  while  the 
demand  increases  at  the  rate  of  about  40  per  cent,  a  year,  our 
ability  to  meet  it  is  about  doubled  each  year. 

The  meetings,  and  especially  the  annual  re-unions  of  the 
Textile  Alumni,  are  of  great  and  continually  increasing  interest 
and  have  become  a  most  potent  influence  in  increasing  the 
authority  and  reputation  of  the  institution. 

At  the  regular  meetings,  papers  of  great  educational  value, 
embodying  the  lessons  which  experience  has  taught  the  gradu- 
ates in  the  world  of  affairs,  are  presented,  while  the  annual  ban- 
quet has  been  made  a  means  of  bringing  together  men  of  national 
reputation  who  could  speak  with  authority  on  the  larger  aspects 
of  the  questions  which  the  overlapping  of  educational  effort  and 
the  problems  of  statesmanship  are  sure  to  raise.  These  meetings 
have  come  to  be  not  only  most  enjoyable  occasions,  looked  for- 
ward to  with  eagerness  by  the  graduates,  some  of  whom  regu- 
larly cross  the  continent  to  attend,  but  are  perhaps  the  most 
eff'ective  agency  at  present  in  extending  among  men  prominent  in 
business  and  public  life  a  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  work 
the  School  is  doing. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE    REORGANIZATION 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Percy  C.  Miller,  who  has  for  the  past 
seven  years  combined  the  duties  of  superintendent  of  the  building 
with  those  of  assistant  to  the  Principal,  and  of  Miss  L.  J.  C. 
Boeck,  who  was  Registrar  of  the  School  for  twenty-one  years, 
have  furnished  the  occasion  for  a  complete  reorganization  of  two 
departments,  viz :  that  of  Administration  and  that  of  Care  of  the 
Building.  Mr.  William  T.  Steigelman  has  been  appointed  super- 
intendent of  the  building,  and  Mr.  James  L.  Allan,  who  has  for 
many  years  been  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation,  has  now 
added  to  these  duties  those  of  the  Registrar.  Mrs.  Charlotte 
Hiester  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Registrar,  and  Treasurer's 
Clerk.  The  reorganization  which  has  thus  been  effected  means  a 
decided  improvement  by  which  the  Principal's  office  will  be  re- 
lieved of  an  immense  amount  of  detail  relating  to  the  financial 
part  of  the  School's  business  and  the  conduct  of  its  affairs  corre- 
spondingly facilitated. 

TRAVELING    SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  most  important  addition  that  has  ever  been  made  to  the 
list  of  prizes  to  be  competed  for  by  students  has  just  been  made 
in  the  form  of  two  traveling  scholarships  of  $500  each,  which 
have  been  offered  by  two  members  of  the  Associate  Committee  of 
Women,  Mrs.  James  Mifflin  and  Mrs.  Joseph  F.  Sinnott.  These 
scholarships  are  intended  to  provide  facilities  for  post-graduate 
study  in  Europe — especially  in  Italy — to  pupils  who  have  credit- 
ably completed  the  full  course  of  study  here,  and  have  demon- 
strated their  ability  to  make  good  use  of  the  opportunity  for  for- 
eign study  which  would  thus  be  afforded.  While  traveling  schol- 
arships for  students  of  the  Fine  Arts  have  long  been  established 
in  considerable  numbers,  it  is  believed  that  this  is  the  first  instance 
in  which  such  scholarships  have  been  created  with  an  avowedly 
industrial  purpose,  and  it  would  be  hard  to  overestimate  the  serv- 
ice which  they  are  likely  to  perform  in  revealing  to  American 
students  something  of  that  background  of  beautiful  handicraft 
which  makes  so  attractive  a  setting  for  European  history,  and 
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which  is  so  woefully  lacking  in  our  own,  where  there  have  never 
been  any  Cathedral  builders  or  armorers,  or  any  other  artist- 
craftsmen  of  the  kind  whose  story  has  lent  so  much  charm  to  the 
old  times  and  furnished  so  much  inspiration  to  those  which  have 
followed  them. 

Our  present  plan  is  to  have  the  winners  of  these  scholarships 
study  under  competent  direction  the  part  which  the  various  indus- 
trial arts  have  played  in  developing  the  distinctive  charm  of  those 
Italian  cities  to  whose  example  the  world  is  most  indebted,  and 
the  forms  in  which  the  modern  revivals  of  these  arts  seem  to 
])romise  most. 

That  the  significance  of  the  movement  in  which  this  School 
is  the  acknowledged  leader  in  America  is  still  dimly  realized  is 
unfortunately  true,  and  its  activities  are  seriously  restricted,  not 
to  say  crippled,  by  the  lack  of  adequate  support.  In  other  ways, 
however,  than  those  indicated  by  material  support  the  growth  of 
such  recognition  and  appreciation  is  everywhere  noticeable.  Edu- 
cational discussion  everywhere  teems  with  a  purpose  to  respect, 
and  to  utilize,  the  creative  impulses  of  the  child,  in  his  intellectual 
development ;  the  artistic  aim  is  dominating  more  and  more  the 
industrial  interests  of  the  country ;  and  whatever  degree  of  sup- 
port the  School  itself  can  hope  to  command,  the  triumph  of  the 
principles  which  it  has  been  foremost  in  proclaiming  is  certainly 
assured. 

GIFTS    AXD    BENEFACTIONS 

During  the  year  just  closed  there  has  been  the  usual  long  list 
of  donations  to  the  School  which  are  valuable  not  only  in  them- 
selves, but  as  evidence  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  the  donors 
of  the  value  of  the  aims  that  the  institution  upholds,  and  of  the 
service  that  it  performs.  Aside  from  gifts  to  the  Library,  noted 
elsewhere  in  this  Report,  and  in  addition  to  the  cash  prizes 
awarded  at  the  Annual  Commencement,  representing  money  con- 
tributions of  over  five  hundred  dollars  (as  is  indicated  in  the 
detailed  account  of  the  Commencement  Exercises  on  the  follow- 
ing pages),  the  following  donations  have  been  received  during- 
the  vear.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSOCIATE  COMMITTEE 
OF    WOMEN 

1910 — 1911. 

The  Associate  Committee  of  Women  has  continued  its  usual 
activities  during  the  School  year,  but  the  number  of  stated  meet- 
ings has  been  decreased  to  eight,  in  accordance  with  the  new 
By-Laws  adopted  at  the  February  meeting,  when  it  was  decided 
tliat  the  Annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Friday  in 
May  and  the  June  meeting  abandoned,  since  most  of  the  mem- 
bers are  out  of  town  at  that  time  and  the  School  work  over. 
Another  change  in  the  By-Laws,  which  it  seems  well  to  mention, 
is  that  absence  from  six  successive  meetings  without  valid  excuse 
shall  forfeit  membership  in  this  Committee. 

The  ladies  have  acted  as  hostesses  on  two  memorable  occa- 
sions. First,  at  a  most  interesting  and  instructive  furniture  ex- 
hibition held  at  the  Museum  on  October  the  25th,  the  great  suc- 
cess of  which  was  due  to  Mrs.  Cornelius  Stevenson's  and  Mr. 
Barber's  untiring  efforts,  and  secondly,  at  the  Author's  Festival, 
a  costume  ball  held  at  the  Bellevue-Stratford  on  December  2d, 
under  the  capable  management  of  Mrs.  Jones  Wister,  assisted 
by  Mrs.  Stevenson  and  Mrs.  Shillard  Smith.  This  proved  an 
artistic  as  well  as  profitable  occasion.  The  receipts,  after  all  ex- 
penses had  been  paid,  amounted  to  $2,591.60.  Of  this  $1,000 
has  been  given  the  Museum  to  buy  furniture,  and  the  remainder 
is  being  held  by  the  Treasurer  for  future  use. 

The  Ball  served  as  an  excellent  means  of  advertising,  and 
was  of  much  use  to  the  Committee  on  Publicity,  which,  though 
formed  last  year,  practically  began  its  activities  this  year,  so  from 
many  sources  thanks  are  due  Mrs.  Jones  Wister  and  her  Commit- 
tee for  their  efforts  and  the  great  success  of  the  entertainment. 

The  Students  Club  Committee,  under  the  able  chairmanship 
of  Miss  Nina  Lea.  has  proved  even  more  successful  this  year 
than  last.  Every  room  of  the  Student's  League  House  was  taken 
when  it  opened  on  September  28,  1910,  and  nineteen  students 
have  lived  there  all  winter.     The  House  closed  on  June  3d  and 
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will  reopen  on  September  27tli.  The  Ladies  of  this  Committee 
have  held  monthly  teas  at  the  League  House,  which  have  proved 
pleasant  occasions.  A  number  of  generous  donations  amounting 
to  $364.72  have  been  added  to  the  Reserve  Fund,  and  this  has 
enabled  the  Committee  to  meet  all  expenses  not  covered  by  the 
money  received  for  board.  The  expenses  for  the  year  have  been 
$3537.87.  Receipts  from  board  $2,860.16,  leaving  a  deficit  of 
$677.71.  This  deficit  has  been  covered  by  the  Reserve  Fund,  in 
which  there  is  still  a  balance  of  $432.69.  It  has  been  found  nec- 
essary to  raise  the  price  of  board  to  $5.00  per  week,  beginning 
September,  191 1. 

Mrs.  Thomas  Roberts,  Chairman  of  the  Scholarship  Com- 
mittee, reports  that  during  the  scholastic  year,  1910  to  191 1,  the 
sixteen  scholarships  belonging  to  the  A.  C.  W.,  namely,  twelve 
on  the  E.  D.  Gillespie  and  one  each  on  the  Rynear  Williams,  Jr., 
Frank  Hamilton  Magee  and  Annie  E.  Sinnott  foundation,  were 
all  filled ;  six  certificates  and  one  diploma  were  awarded  to  seven 
of  the  holders  on  June  i,  191 1.  Three  of  the  Gillespie  scholarships 
were  shared  by  six  students  who  had  to  enter  evening  classes 
because  of  their  occupations  during  the  day,  thus  making  nineteen 
students  for  the  sixteen  scholarships.  All  the  three  have  satis- 
factory records,  one  of  the  three  is  ineligible  physically.  The  other 
two  are  incompetent  for  reappointment.  There  are  several  vacan- 
cies and  a  number  of  applications  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Illustration  Committee,  by  means  of  Miss  Blanchard's 
gift  of  $50,  was  enabled  to  buy  a  cabinet  in  which  to  keep 
examples  of  pupils'  work,  as  well  as  several  books  and  prints 
for  the  use  of  students,  while  by  the  generosity  of  Miss  Nina 
Lea,  who  gave  $150,  and  Mrs.  C.  Leland  Harrison,  who  gave 
$75,  an  extra  day  of  instruction  was  secured  for  the  class.  Of 
the  money  given  this  Committee  $103.56  still  remains. 

It  is  with  regret  we  lose  Mrs.  Andrade  as  instructor  of 
this  class,  which  she  has  conducted  with  so  much  capability  and 
earnestness,  but  it  is  with  great  hopes  for  the  future  that  we 
welcome  Mr.  Walter  Hunt  Everett,  one  of  our  former  students 
and  most  successful  illustrators,  who  has  accepted  the  position 
made  vacant  by  Mrs.  Andrade's  resignation. 
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In  addition  to  the  usual  prizes  offered  by  the  ladies  of  this 
Committee  two  traveling  scholarships,  of  $500  each,  have  been 
given  by  ]Mrs.  James  Mifflin  and  Mrs.  Joseph  F.  Sinnott,  to  pro- 
vide facilities  for  post-graduate  study  in  Europe,  detailed  report 
of  which  plan  will  be  found  in  Mr.  Miller's  report. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  report  the  death  of  Miss  Hannah 
Ann  Zell,  who  died  January  28  in  her  ninety-first  year.  She  has 
been  a  member  of  this  Committee  since  its  organization,  and 
though  for  some  time  unable  to  take  active  part  in  our  meetings 
she  visited  us  last  year,  and  her  birthday  party  on  January  17th 
was  attended  by  members  of  this  Committee,  when,  in  spite  of 
her  great  age,  she  was  as  mentally  alert  as  ever.  She  served 
as  a  nurse  during  the  Civil  War.  Her  chief  interest,  aside  from 
that  in  the  School  of  Industrial  Art,  was  in  libraries,  sixteen  of 
which  she  established  in  various  parts  of  the  country.  At  the 
time  of  her  death  she  was  President  of  the  Germantown  Library 
and  Historical  Society,  which  she  helped  to  organize  in  1864; 
A'ice-President  of  the  Site  and  Relic  Society,  and  Honorary  Mem- 
ber of  this  Committee. 

Mrs.  John  H.  McFadden  has  resigned  from  our  Committee, 
and  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Jasper  Yeates  Brinton,  has  taken  her 
place. 

Miss  Louise  W.  Bodine,  Mrs.  Arthur  V.  Meigs,  l^.Iiss  Mar- 
garet Hinchman  and  Mrs.  John  Worrell  Pepper  are  new  members.
